Expediencies at Home 


It takes a good man, fleet of foot, to 
escape Saratoga without getting the Co- 
lumbia story from Mrs. Tad Legere. In 
her pocketbook she carries pictures show- 
ing stages in the renovation of the train- 
ing track, and in a sweater pocket she 
keeps a morgue of newspaper clippings. 
Her file is extensive. 

We thought of Tad last week when we 
spotted in the New York Herald-Tribune 
a story about the renovation of El Com- 
andante race track in Puerto Rico. En- 
gineers, looking for something to mix with 
top soil and sand to provide better cush- 
ioning and drainage, hit upon crushed 
sugar cane pulp. This is an experiment 
which should make El Comandante the 
sweetest race track in the world, especial- 


ly after a nice rain. The horses should 
eat it up. 

No connection here, but Tad explained 
that when engineers decided to put a new 
base into the Columbia track they scoured 
the area for a soil which would match 
what was already there. Strangely enough, 
such a soil was found in the track’s infield. 
So they dug a big hole in the infield, filled 
it with soil skinned from the track, and 
replaced the old dirt with that taken from 
the infield. 


Museum Piece 


One of the most popular features of the 
National Museum of Racing is the prac- 
tice of showing at 10 o’clock each morn- 
ing motion pictures of the previous day’s 
racing. The only time we were there at 
that hour there were about 50 viewers on 
hand, and the gentleman who seemed to 
be in charge said the crowd was average. 
Probably the previous day’s bettors were 
there torturing themselves. 

Incidentally, the museum is becoming 
one of Saratoga’s major attractions. Here 
is a charming collection of memorabilia 
—old racing programs, whips, foot picks, 
racing plates—and a large exhibit of 
racing silks. There also is some outstand- 
ing art, and some which is not so good, as 
well as portraits of several of the Turf’s 
greatest patrons. 

The museum is only 2 years old this 
summer, and as time goes on it will he 
one of racing’s monuments. 


Checking 


James Simpson Jr., of Wadsworth, IIl., 
has been appointed an investigator by the 
Illinois Racing Board to determine the 
eligibility of foals for entry in Illinois- 
bred and Illinois-foaled races. Each II- 
linois track must offer home-bred races 
beginning in 1958. The racing board said 
no entries for these races would be ac- 
cepted without approval of the board’s 
investigator. 

Simpson has raced a stable in the Mid- 
west for several years, but he had dis- 
posed of all of his stock before he was 
named to the racing board post.

Round Table's Revenge 


Cuicaco. Two days after winning the 
American Derby, while Round Table gal- 
loped a mile at Washington Park, trainer 
Bill Molter said, ‘“‘He came out of the race 
fine. That was as good a race as he ever 
ran. No, I wouldn’t say he won it easy, 
even though he won by 4 lengths. He 
was straight.” 

Present plans call for Round Table to 
run in the United Nations Handicap at 
Atlantic City on September 14. Here he 
would face older horses for the third 
time. When Round Table routed Porter- 
house and Find in the 114-mile Hollywood 
Gold Cup he had 109 pounds, but he was 
assigned 118 for the United Nations. The 
U. N. is at 14; miles over the grass, same 
as the American Derby. 

After that, Molter said, plans are in- 
definite. He said Round Table would 
compete in the Hawthorne Gold Cup on 
October 12 if the weights were right. 


Molter told how Travis Kerr of Okla- 
homa City, had acquired Round Table. 
Kerr is a brother of Oklahoma’s Demo- 
cratic Sen. Robert Kerr. It seems that 
Kerr at first had his eye on another colt, 
and sent his veterinarian, Dr. John Peters. 
to look him over. Dr. Peters voted no, and 


Kerr told him to look for another 3-year- 
old. 


“Doc Peters said, ‘I’ve been talking to 
Moody Jolley, and he has a little horse 
called Round Table for sale. So Mr. 
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Kerr told him to look him over. Doc Peters 
did, and came back to California and 
told Mr. Kerr he was a nice-looking little 
colt. He said Moody Jolley liked him, 
and Steve Brooks liked him. Mr. Kerr 
didn’t know Bull Hancock, so he got Joe 
Hernandez to get hold of Mr. Hancock and 
set a price on the horse. I never learned 
exactly, but the price was around $175,000. 

“So Doc Peters and myself decided to 
go to Florida and look him over once 
more. We couldn’t get on the same plane, 
and Doc Peters got there before I did. 
Round Table was going in a race, I forget 
what, but he didn’t win it. Bull Hancock 
said to Doc Peters, ‘Buy him before the 
race, because afterwards the price may 
be different.’ I didn’t get there until after 
the race, but when I got there Doc Peters 
had bought the colt.” 

Molter’s first impression that 
Round Table was a “nice, trim colt.” 
“That’s my kind of horse,” he said. “I’ve 
had the most success with medium-sized 
horses.” 

Molter said Moody told him most 
*Princequillos improved with age. “I 
didn’t run him on the grass until 10-11 
days before the American Derby,” Molter 
said, “but he won easy, and wasn’t tired.” 
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It was the seventh straight win for the Claiborne-bred 3-year-old and raised his 1957 earnings to $424,450. 


Molter referred to a 
Derby prep in which Round Table defeat- 
ed Ekaba, *Martini II, and Joe Price. 

Round Table previously had annexed 
five consecutive stakes at Hollywood 
Park. The last was the Westerner on 
July 20. His training schedule from then 
to the American Derby follows. All gal- 
lops are at about one mile. Round Table 
left by plane for Washington Park July 26 
and arrived the following morning.

racing. The day before the race he went 
as far as to say that if the American 
Derby was to be contested on the grass 
next year. Calumet Farm wouldn't nomi- 
nate for it. 


Jones also was piqued because the 
Washington Park Handicap. another $1009.- 
000 race. was scheduled 2 days after the 
Derby. “They should be at least 10 days 
apart.” he said. “You might have a 3- 
year-old that could run in both.” Jones 
did enter Iron Liege in the handicap also. 
and probably would have skipped the 
Derby for that race if he could have had a 
muddy track. 


Still, Jones gave the impression he 
wasn’t afraid of Round Table on the grass. 
and he expected Iron Liege to beat him. 
As it turned out, Round Table, third to 
Iron Liege in the Kentucky Derby, got 
even with his rival. If Round Table en- 
counters *Gallant Man and defeats him, 
the Kerr colt probably will be acclaimed 
the 3-year-old champion. 


In the American Derby. Golden One was 
slightly ahead ef Round Table at the first 
turn, and Iron Liege was a close third.

Round Table, going easily under Willie 
Shoemaker, passed Golden One _ before 
cempleting the bend, but then Golden One 
took a slight advantage again.

Iron Liege was under a strong hold early.

Social Outcast Hurt 


Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Social Outcast 
injured himself while galloping on the 
beach at Del Mar on August 7, and he 
may never race again. The 7-year-old 
gelding by Shut Out—Pansy, by *Sickle, 
severely strained muscles and ligaments 
and was unable to place weight on his 
left hind leg. He was moved to Conejo 
Ranch, Camarillo, Calif., later was to be 
shipped to Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm, 
Glyndon, Md. 


Unraced this season, Social Outcast 
made his last start in the San Juan 
Capistrano Handicap at Santa Anita Park 
on March 10, 1956, and finished fourth. 
In 5 years of racing he won 18 of 58 
races and earned $668,300, placing ninth 
on the list of leading money winners. 


At 2 Social Outcast won the Remsen 
Handicap. At 4 he won the Rhode Island 
and Narragansett Specials, and the Gal- 
lant Fox and Whitney Handicaps. At 5 
he won the McLennan, John B. Campbell 
Memorial, Trenton, Sunset, Manhattan, 
and Saratoga Handicaps and the Lincoln 
Special. He placed in 12 other stakes. 


Leavitt Elected 


Charles T. Leavitt has been elected 
president of the California division of 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Association. Leavitt will serve out 
the 2-year term of George W. Ring, who 
died on August 11. 
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C. C. Cook 


Charles Christian Cook, dean of Amer- 
ican race track photographers when he re- 
tired 10 years ago, died August 23 at his 
apartment on 57th Street, in New York 
City, where he had lived alone for years 
despite poor health, failing vision, and an 
injury which limited the usefulness of his 
left hand and leg. He was buried in Pine- 
lawn Cemetery on Long Island. There were 
no survivors closely related to him. 

Mr. Cook, the son of a country doctor. 
was born June 20, 1873, at Carmi, Ill.. a 
village on the Wabash River. He was 
graduated from the College of Pharmacy 
in Chicago in 1894 and for several years 
operated a drug store there. To acquaint 
himself with the fine points of amateur 
photography he began to take pictures 
with the crude cameras in his stock, and 
about 1900 or 1901 he made a visit to 
the race track at Roby, Ind., to experi- 
ment with “action shots.” They were so 
satisfactory that he sold the drug store, 
assembled the best equipment available. 
and became a free-lance photographer. 

By the time racing was outlawed in 
Illinois in 1904 Mr. Cook already had 
settled down to his specialty of racing 
pictures. On the advice of Frank J. Bryan 
he moved to New York. He made his first 
Eastern pictures at Saratoga on July 29, 
1904. He became staff photographer for 
the Morning Telegraph and remained ac- 
tive in New York and other racing centers 
until his retirement in 1947, except for 
his service, principally as an aerial recon- 
naissance photographer, in the first World 
War. (He was kept in service for 3 months 
after the armistice to make a detailed 
photographic record of the Hindenburg 
Line for the files of the War Department.) 

“Cookie” treasured his many thousands 
of negatives, and guarded them carefully 
until W. Arnold Hanger bought the col- 
lection in 1953 and presented it to the 
Keeneland Library, where the librarian, 
Mrs. Leer Buckley, is still engaged in the 
task of identification and cataloguing. 


G. H. Fairhurst 


European papers reported the death 
last month in Paris of George H. Fair- 
hurst, who for many years was a breeder 
and owner of Thoroughbreds in the U. S. 
and Europe. He raced a small stable, 
principally in England, where his best 
winners included *Nadushka, the 1946 
Princess Mary Stakes winner Orum Blaze 
(a twin), and Prince d’Or. The Vatout 
mare *Nadushka won the 1938 Park Hill 
Stakes at Doncaster under Mr. Fairhurst’s 
colors; Prince Aly Khan bred the U. S. 
stakes winner *St. Amour II from her 


daughter Lady Dushka, by *Blenheim II.

FIRE 


Max Hirsch would as soon have you walk into his quarters with a cocked 
P-38 as with a going cigarette. Around his bungalow at Saratoga there are ash 
trays, but only for those who can’t be pressured into not smoking; those of us 
who bully easily just don’t smoke. 

He’s been that way about cigarettes for some time — friends say since his 
stable was struck by fire at Belmont Park one September night in 1944. That fire 
was attributed to spontaneous combustion of hay in a loft. Eleven horses lost their 
lives. and 10 others were led to safety. Among the dead were Dit, a 7-year-old 
veteran which had won the Wood Memorial Stakes and Grey Lag, Sussex, and 
Continental Handicaps. Just as Here and There had won the Alabama Stakes 
the day before last week’s fire. Dit had run third in the Edgemere Handicap 
the day before the 1944 blaze. 

The death of Here and There was a blow to King Ranch and its trainer, 
there’s no escaping that. And there also is no escaping the fact that fire is now 
and always has been a part of the American racing scene. 

As a matter of record, since 1929 The Blood-Horse has revorted 169 fires at 
race tracks, on the farm, and in conveyances. And we know there ere many 
small fires which for one reason or another, usually because of space limitations. 
never got into the magazine. In addition to the terrible loss in valuable animals, 
the property damage has run to millions of dollars. 

Back in 1946, shortly after the disaster in which the Maine Chance stable 
lost 23 horses, Joe Estes wrote in an editorial, “It is unnecessary to warn race 
tracks that, however carefully they have prepared against fire, they must prepare 
still more carefully. They have had that warning too many times not to have 
understood it. They must provide buildings more resistant to fire. They must 
establish a checking system to guard against night watchmen going to sleep 
on duty. They must install fire-signal systems which will give warning of a 
blaze as soon as it starts. They must employ experts who will correct hazardous 
conditions.” 

The fire at Saratoga last week could have been much worse. Nine horses 
were saved. chiefly because of alert Pinkerton men who spotted the blaze and 
turned in the alarm, quick-acting stable employees who led the horses away. and 
prompt service from track and city firemen who confined the fire to one barn. 

The point is, however, that many race tracks still are not paying enough 
attention to the backstretch. There are too many old, kindling-dry barns, too few 
fire-alarm systems, too few controls of personnel. And not only at Saratoga. 

Max Hirsch certainly is within his rights in discouraging smoking, but, as 
he well knows. this isn’t the answer. Only more modern stabling and better secur- 
ity can effectively cut down the fire risk. 


Man With Missions 


There are a lot of people with whom we think it would be fun to exchange 
identities, but the Breeders’ Sales Company’s Bill Evans isn’t one of them. Evans 
is confronted with an October sale at Keeneland which will be the biggest the 
company ever has handled. Meanwhile, he is overseeing the construction of 4 
new sales barns, wrangling reservations from hotels and motels, and trying to 
be a good father to a week-old son, his third. 

It is certain that 3 of the barns will be ready. If the fourth is finished, too, 
the sales company will have 8 at its disposal, giving it a total of 304 stalls. 

There have been 726 yearlings catalogued for the fall sale, more than ever 
before. These will be sold each night October 14-18 and October 21-22. and in 
the afternoon of the 14th and 21st. Consignors who sell on the -first Monday 
will be able to stable at Keeneland 2 or 3 days in advance of the opening. As 
yearlings are sold their stalls will be occupied by those which are to be sold 
the next night, thereby giving all consignors nearly 2 full days in which to show 
their horses. 

Since the sales this year are being held during the race meeting, the problem 
of making room reservations for prospective buyers is tougher than ever. Speak- 
ing in the manner of a man trying to convince himself, Evans says he can handle 
the situaton. “But you’d better advise them to write for reservations immediately.” 

And then there is the guy who wanted to sell a weanling, but used a nomi- 
nation blank for yearlings. The sales company catalogued the animel as a 
yearling and sent the breeder a proof with an admonishment to signify by return 
mail if anything was wrong. Two weeks later, after hip numbers had been as- 
signed, the breeder sent a by-the-way letter. Well, it all worked out, as it 
usually does. WarrREN SCHWEDER

New Prospect 


Robert Lehman’s Count of Honor. a 4- 
year-old colt by Count Fleet—Honor 
Bound. by *Bull Dog, has been retired 
from racing and will enter the stud next 
year at Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Stoner Creek 
Stud, Paris. Ky., where he was foaled. His 
fee will be $1,500 for a live foal, and his 
first book will be limited to 25 mares. 

The announcement of Count of Honor’s 
retirement was made by Hertz, who has 
been a business associate of Lehman for 
several years. Hertz said the colt was 
“the best stallion prospect I’ve ever had 
anything to do with, and I’ve been in the 
game since 1921. We set his fee so low 
so that we can pick his mares. Only the 
top ones will be eligible.” 

Unraced at 2, Count of Honor won 6 of 
8 starts last year, including the Westerner 
Stakes at Hollywood Park, in which he 
easily beat the best 3-year-olds on the 
West Coast. His only 2 defeats occurred 
in an overnight race at Belmont Park, in 
which he was second to Gray Phantom, 
and in the Malibu Sequet Stakes, in which 
he was beaten noses by Blen Host and 
Terrang. He was given 119 pounds in the 
Blood-Horse Handicap. Only 8 3-year-olds 
ranked above him. 

This year Count of Honor easily won 
his only start, a 7-furlong race at Santa 
Anita Park in which he beat Traffic Judge. 
Arrogate, and Johnie Mike. He was being 
peinted for the Santa Anita Handicap, but 
had to be taken out of training because

Honor Bound has had 3 other foals to 
race, 2 winners, including the good stakes 
mare Countess Fleet. The second dam is 
Anchors Ahead. which produced Price 
Level, Air Hero. and Ocean Blue, and the 
third dam is Friar’s Carse. 


Death of Midstream 


Midstream, 3 times leading sire in Au- 
stralia, died on August 13 at Kia-ora Stud. 
Scone, New South Wales. By Blandford— 
Midsummer. by Abbot’s Trace, Midstream. 
a foal of 1933. was bred in England by 
Baron de Rothschild. He won 6 of 17 
starts in 3 seasons, including the Criterion 
Stakes at 2, and was sent to Australia after 
his racing career was finished. 

Best horse sired by Midstream was 
*Shannon II, winner of £18.8471%4 in Au- 
stralia and $211.610 in the United States. 
His other good horses included Delta, 
*Bernbrook, Murray Stream, True Course. 
Deep River. Concerto, and Riptide. 


Welch to New Farm 


Jack E. Welch, who recently sold his 
Whileaway Farm at Lexington to former 
Secretary of the Treasury George M. 
Humphrey, has leased from Mrs. R. M. 
Bagby most of the acreage of Rolling 
Acres Farm on the Briar Hill road near 
Lexington. 

Welch will move his 62 head of horses 
from Whileaway to Rolling Acres on 
October 1. The latter farm is well 
equipped with barns and other facilities 
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Bound, will enter the stud in 1958 at Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Stoner Creek Stud. 


Mrs. Bagby will continue 
to occupy the residence on Rolling Acres, 


for horses. 


and Mr. and Mrs. Welch will live in 
Lexington where they have purchased a 
new home in the Elkhorn Park section. 

When he sold his farm, Welch had 
stated he did not intend getting out of the 
horse business. “I may cut down a little 
later.” he said. “but I enjoy it too much 
to get out.” 

Humphrey. who will retain the name 
Whileaway. has torn down the main 
residence on the farm and will replace 
it with a new house which he is expected 
to occupy during his visits to Lexington. 


Staff Change, New Outlooks 


Carroll Tichenor, who has been John A. 
Bell III's first lieutenant at Jonabeli 
“Stables on the Winchester Road, Lexing- 
ton. has resigned to become manager of 
Catesby Clay’s Runnymede Farm, Paris, 
Ky. 

There are facilities for about 60 horses 
at Runnymede, and Clay said he and 
Tichenor hoped to expand the present 
operation. 

Bell said that Jonabell Stables’ lease 
on the Winchester Road farm, a part of 
Hamburg Place, would not be renewed 
after its expiration December 31. By that 
time all of his horses will be at Jonabell 
Farm, on the Bowmans Mill Road. 

He said that consolidation of the 2 
farms made it necessary that he reduce the 
size of the Jonabell broodmare band and 
that he give up the clients who have had 
mares boarded with him. Jonabell will 
sell 7 broodmares in the Keeneland fall 
sales, and will be agent for the sale of 
several others.

Iron Liege and Round Table had not met since 
the Kentucky Derby on May 4, when Iron Liege 
beat the *Princequillo colt by about 3 lengths. 
In the meantime, however, Round Table had im- 
proved greatly, and for the American Derby he was 
an even-money favorite, with Iron Liege second 
choice at 21-10. 


Breaking from the outside post position in the 
8-horse field, Round Table was in front before 
reaching the first turn, and he never was threat- 
ened. Iron Liege was second for most of the race, 
but he was not in contention after the winner open- 
ed a 3-length margin on the stretch turn. The 
time was 1:55, two-fifths of a second slower than 
the record set by Swaps in the 1955 American 
Derby. 

The seventh straight win for Round Table raised 
his 1957 earnings to $424,100, highest in the coun- 
try this year. His previous victories include the 
Bay Meadows Derby, the Blue Grass, Westerner, 
and Will Rogers Stakes, and the El Dorado, Cinema, 
and Hollywood Gold Cup Handicaps. 

Round Table will make his next start in the 1;%- 
mile United Nations Handicap on the grass at At- 
lantic City on September 14. Owner Travis M. Kerr 
said he expected to return the colt to the West 
Coast for a rest after the New Jersey race.

At first glance Flight History (114) seemed to 
be over his head in the Clang Handicap. Six fur- 
longs would be up his alley, but it didn’t seem 
likely that he could handle the likes of top- 
weighted Swoon’s Son (136) and Iron Liege (121). 
Although consistently running in top company, he 
hadn’t won a race all year, and his principal diffi- 
culty appeared to be in sustaining his early speed 
for more than a half-mile. 

The fact that he surprised most of the players 
was a credit particularly to joekey Willie Shoe- 
maker, who broke the horse en top, then settled 
him comfortably in fourth place, about 2% 
lengths behind Dogoon and Craigwood. Dogoon 
dropped out after the first quarter, and Shoemaker 
graduaily began to loosen his hold. Flight History 
sailed into the stretch not more than a length be- 
hind Craigwood, which gave up reluctantly after 
passing the eighth-pole. Swoon’s Son never was a 
factor, but Iron Liege bore down hard in the last 
furlong, closing a gap of about 3 lengths but 
failing by a neck of catching the leader. Flight 
History’s victery was worth $31.60 to the $2 bet- 
tors. 

Flight History had been consistently in the 
money, but he never had won an added-money 
event. The closest he had come were his seconds 
in the Primer and Hyde Park Stakes at 2 and the 
Midwest and Coral Gables Handicaps at 3. This 
year he had been second in the Los Angeles and 
Hollywood Express Handicaps and third in the Rob- 
ert E. Lee and Lakes and Flowers Handicaps.

VIRGIL 


Virgil was bred by Hyman C. Gratz, and was foaled in 
Woodford County, Ky. in 1864. He was by Vandal, the best 
son of the famous Glencoe, out of Hymenia, dam of Ansel, 
Mollie Wood, and other. good horses, by *Yorkshire. Virgil 
became the property of R. A. Alexander, in 


Louisville, and the next year he was purchased for $20,000 by 
William Astor. As a 3-year-old Vagrant won the Phoenix 
Hotel Stakes, the Kentucky Derby, and the Grand Expedition 
Stakes at Philadelphia. Vigil, a 3-year-old of 1876, won the 
Summer Handicap at Saratoga, the Grand 


whose colors he won some excellent races at 
Patterson, N. J., and at Jerome Park. He 
won six of his eight starts at three, then 
went wrong. After the death of Alexander, 
Virgil became the property of D. A. Swigert Sire 
who tried him in hurdle races in 1870 and 
1871 with limited success. He then was

National Handicap at Jerome Park, and 
the Dixie and Breckenridge Stakes (in 
which he defeated the great race horse Pa- 
role) at Baltimore. Vera Cruz won the 
all-age sweepstakes at Saratoga (also de- 
feating Parole) and the Kentucky St. Leger 
at Louisville. Virginius was another good

purchased by Milton H. Sanford who placed 
him in his Preakness Stud at North Elkhorn (near Lexing- 
ton), Ky. All of Sanford’s stallions were by Lexington, as 
were many of his mares, therefore limited use was made of 
Virgil as a stud, and some of Sanford’s best mares were bred 
to him. Sanford’s manager at the Preakness Stud didn’t 
like the horse, and to please him, Virgil was given to B. 
G. Bruce who let James T. Williams stand him for a season 
in Woodford County, Ky. Virgil then came into the posses- 
sion of Colonel Simmons, of New Orleans, who used him for 
a buggy horse, and also ran him in a hurdle race and in a 
steeplechase. 


In 1875 the nine Virgil colts bred by Sanford came out. Va- 
grant nearly swept the 2-year-old stakes at Lexington and 


one from this small crop. 


Sanford rebought Virgil, which became one of the most pop- 
ular sires of the country. Shortly after his return to Sanford, 
he sired his greatest son, Hindoo, sire of Hanover and Fair- 
play, Santa Anita, Pride, Valleria, Uberto, Carley B. (win- 
ner of the Travers and Relief Stakes), Lady Wayward, Floris, 
Portland, Vanguard, Ben Ali (winner of the Kentucky 
Derby), Tremont (unbeaten, one of the greatest 2-year-olds, 
13 consecutive stakes wins), etc. Virgil was prominent on the 
list of leading sires from 1881 until 1885 when his 24 perform- 
ers won 56 races, and earned $73,235, and he became the 
leading American sire. Sanford resold Virgil and the entire 
Preakness Stud to Daniel Swigert, who renamed the Stud El- 
mendorf, and there Virgil died September 8, 1886.

Paris. The York meeting of August 
20-22 offered high purses. drew top-class 
runners. and played to record crowds. 
Total distribution for the 3 days was 
£54.128: the average of slightly more than 
£3.000 for the 18 winners was higher than 
that of the Royal Ascot meeting. where 
the first-money average was £2,995. 

The 1%5-mile Great Voltigeur Sweep- 
stakes, with £8.264 to the winner. brought 
out the best 3-yvear-olds with the excep- 
tion of the disabled champion Crepello. 
Heading the field were John McShain’s 
Ballymoss (Mossborough—Indian Call. 
by Singapore). runner-up to Crepello in 
the Derby and winner of the Irish Derby. 
and his stablemate Arctic Explorer (*Are- 
tic Prince—Flirting. by Big Game). bril- 
liant winner of the King Edward VII 
Stakes and Eclipse Stakes. Arctic Explorer 
went to the front after having run the 
first 6 furlongs just off the pace. but he 
weakened in the last quarter-mile, where 
Brioche (Tantieme—Eudemis. by Victrix). 
owned by W. Humble. forged ahead to win 
by 4 lengths. with Ballymoss second, half 
a length ahead of Mrs. Elizabeth N. Gra- 
ham’s Tempest (Court Martial—Squall. by 
Umidwar). Hindu Festival, fourth, was 
6 lengths farther back. 

Brioche ranked 18th in the Free Handi- 
cap of last year’s 2-year-olds. This year 
he had finished third in the Thirsk Classic 
Trial, unplaced in the Two Thousand 
Guineas and Derby (after leading the 
field at Tattenham Corner), and second 
to Arctic Explorer in the King Edward VII 
Stakes at Ascot. 

The comparable race for fillies, the 114- 
mile Yorkshire Oaks (£6,938), confirmed 
the class of the Queen’s Almeria (Alyci- 
don—Avila, by Hyperion). which started 
favorite as a result of her victories in the 
Ribblesdale and Bentinck Stakes. She 
won in such fashion as to indicate that 
Queen Elizabeth II, whose Carrozza took 
the Oaks at Epsom, owns the best 2 fillies 
of classic age in Great Britain. Almeria 
left the others behind early in the straight 
and at the finish was 6 lengths ahead of 
Blue Galleon (Alycidon—Set Sail, by 
Blue Peter), which she had beaten by 
5 lengths in the Ribblesdale Stakes at 
Ascot. Third, another 6 lengths back, was 
the Oaks Trial winner Crotchet (Chan- 
teur—Nelia, by Nearco). Fourth was 
Silken Glider (Airborne—Silken Slipper. 
by Bois Roussel), second in the Oaks and 
winner of the Irish Oaks. 


Phil Bull Wins the Gimcrack 
Two-year-olds had their most important

tests in the Gimcrack Stakes and the Low- 
ther Sweepstakes, the latter for fillies. 
The 5-furlong Lowther brought out only 
2 opponents for Abelia (Abernant— 
Queen of Peru, by Big Game), whose 
championship claims were based on suc- 
cessive victories in the Queen Mary Stakes 
at Ascot, July Stakes at Newmarket, and 
Melecomb Stakes at Goodwood. She ran 
well, but was beaten 2 lengths by Liberal 
Lady (Abernant—Fair Freedom, by Fair 
Trial), which led all the way for her fifth 
victory in 8 starts. Third was High Cam- 
ber (His Highness—Cambalee, by Cam- 
byses). which had won 5 in a row. 

Missing from the field of the 6-furlong 
Gimerack Stakes was the Richmond Stakes 
winner Promulgation, currently ranked 
as the best colt. The starting favorite was 
the Richmond Stakes runner-up Pinched 
(Pinza—The Accused, by Fair Trial). and 
second choice was the New Stakes win- 
ner Pall Mall (Palestine—Malapert. by 
Portlaw). Pinched beat Pall Mall by half 
a length. but they were second and third; 
the winner. by a good length, was the 
fifth-choice Pheidippides (Court Martial 
—Queen Eleanor, by Stardust), bred and 
owned by Phil Bull. Pheidippides had won 
the Great Surrey Foal Stakes at Epsom 
and had been unplaced in his other 2 
races. 

The 5-furlong Nunthorpe Sweepstakes, 
an all-age sprint championship, went to 
the 4-year-old Gratitude (Golden Cloud— 
Verdura. by Court Martial), which had 
finished second to the 3-year-old filly Re- 
fined in the King George Stakes at Good- 
wood. He won by three-quarters of a 
length from the 3-year-old Right Boy 
(Impeccable—Happy Ogan, by Bally- 
ogan). which had a 2-length margin over 
the 4-year-old Vigo (Vilmorin—Thoma- 
sina. by Felstead). Ennis, which had won 
the 1956 running as a 2-year-old, was never 
dangerous; he finished fourth. 

Thanks to a £5,000 gift from bookmaker 
William Hill, the 134-mile Ebor Handi- 
cap, with a value of £10,214 to the win- 
ner, became the richest handicap in 
Europe, but it had no chance of being an 
international race, since a starter in a 
handicap must have run at least 3 times 
under the English rules. The winner, under 
107 pounds, was J. Bullock’s 4-year-old 
gelding Morecambe (Mossborough — 
Clara Barton, by *Coastal Traffic). Sec- 
ond, beaten half a length, was Hornbeam 
(Hyperion — Thicket, by *Nasrullah), 
which carried top weight of 130 pounds 
because of his second place in the 1956 
St. Leger. The 3-year-old Star Prince 
(Prince Chevalier—Starullah, by *Nas- 
rullah), with 98 pounds, was third.

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ATBA Report 


The American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association held its annual meeting on 
Friday, August 16, at Saratoga. Officers 
and directors were re-elected, and the fol- 
lowing report was read by A. B. Hancock 
Jr., president: 


The past 12 months have been active 
ones for the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association. The Association has 
tried to serve breeders in a variety of 
ways, while remaining clear of contro- 
versial matters and refraining from partici- 
pation in affairs not directly concerned 
with the organization. 


Two major projects have been under- 
taken since the last annual meeting in 
August, 1956: The Association has taken 
over the publication of American Race 
Horses, and has published the 1956 edi- 
tion, and it has underwritten some research 
in stallion sterility in co-operation with 
the Southwest Foundation for Research 
and Education. 

The 1956 issue of American Race Horses 
was expanded over the scope of previous 
editions, and in accordance with the wish- 
es of the members as expressed at the 
annual meeting in 1956, it was published 
in a popular edition at $5 a copy for 
2,000 copies, a substantial reduction from 
the previous price of $25. A leather-bound 
edition was issued in a limited quantity 
(250 copies) at $25 a copy. 

As was anticipated, many problems 
arose in connection with the writing and 
publication of this annual volume. They 
were met, and the experience gained will 
be useful in the future. At this time it is 
too early to estimate the public reception 
of the new format, which includes an 
alteration in size from the previous edi- 
tions, and a greatly expanded roster of 


horses. The effort seems well worth while, | 


however, and it is expected that future 
issues will be published earlier in the 
year. 

The stallion-sterility research project is 
being financed by a $10,000 grant from 
the Association. It is hoped that the study 
will prove to be quite useful to breeders. 
The project is being conducted in central 
Kentucky under the supervision of Dr. 
Fritz Haag. Clarkson Beard, the ATBA 
treasurer, is maintaining liaison with Dr. 
Haag on behalf of the Association. 

The Average Earnings Index compiled 
by J. A. Estes, editor of The Blood-Horse 
and research director for the ATBA, has 
been published for 1956, and copies have 
been sent without charge to all ATBA 
members. The annual Statistical Summary 
has been continued. The 1956 edition is 
close to publication and will be sent to 
all members. 

Membership has been maintained in the 
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National Live Stock Tax Committee. Occa- 
sional reports and bulletins issued by the 
Committee have been mailed to Associa- 
tion members when they seemed to be of 
general interest. The field secretary at- 
tended a meeting of the Committee at 
Denver in May. The Horseman’s Tax 
Primer, published by the Association, con- 
tinues to be in demand by _ horsemen. 
Fourteen copies were sold at $15 each to 
non-members during the past year. At this 
time it does not seem necessary to revise 
this booklet, but the problems of horse- 
men and taxation are always kept under 
observation, and Association members will 
be advised of any significant developments. 

Through death the Association was de- 
prived of 6 valued members since the last 
annual meeting. They were A. B. Hancock 
Sr., Robert Sterling Clark, Thomas B. 
Cromwell, Clifford Mooers. Cyrus F. 
White, and Sam E. Wilson Jr. Five other 
members resigned, either because of seri- 
ous illness or withdrawal from horse 
breeding. These losses have been _bal- 
anced by the enrollment of new members, 
and the total membership remains at ap- 
proximately 200. The present membership 
is distributed among 28 states and seven 
foreign countries and territories. 

The Association continued its public- 
relations program by providing 114 copies 
of An Introduction to the Thoroughbred 
Horse to school children and others re- 
questing information about race horses. 
In addition, other material furnished by 
Keeneland Race Course and the TRA was 
distributed. 

The monthly distribution to Association 
members of information about stakes clos- 
ings, payments due, supplementary nom- 
inations, etc. was continued. 

The executive committee functioned as 
necessary to assist the president in mak- 
ing decisions about matters arising during 
the interval between annual meetings. 
Such matters included plans for American 
Race Horses and a meeting with Univer- 
sity of Kentucky authorities regarding the 
possibility of using a proposed installa- 
tion of IBM machines at the University 
for compiling statistics on breeding and 
racing. No definite arrangement was made 
in this case, but the door remains open 


-for future discussion. 


During the year the field secretary 
judged a home-bred yearling show in 
Michigan, assisted The Jockey Club in 
arranging meetings with breeders at Lex- 
ington, and served on a committee to ar- 
range summer training for the recipient 
of the TRA’s Grantland Rice Scholarship. 

In sum, the Association seems to be in 
a healthy condition and is serving its 
members and the Thoroughbred breeding 
industry at large in the manner for which 
it is designed, including the continued 
publication of The Blood-Horse, which oc- 
cupies a unique place in the field of racing 
and breeding magazines.

Pride Ruled 


The action of the American stewards in 
censoring the rider of this year’s Ken- 
tucky Derby second recalls to mind a very 
interesting episode that took place on the 
King’s course at Aranjuez, Spain, more 
than a quarter-century ago. The incident 
involved that excellent American jockey 
Lucien Lyne. riding with royal colors 
against another good horse ridden by a 
most clever French jockey, Michael Le- 
forestier. 


Some of you American Turf fans who 
may have witnessed or been aware a few 
years ago of the fine riding duels between 
our present saddle ace, Edward Arcaro, 
and the now retired crack Chilean rider, 
Ruperto Donoso, will appreciate the ri- 
valry that existed between Lyne and the 
Frenchman. Like Donoso, who had _ out- 
scored The Master by nose and head de- 
cisions in innumerable duels, so had Le- 
forestier edged Lyne on too many occa- 
sions until pride ruled the latter. 

The horses had disappeared behind a 
row of trees along the back stretch, group- 
ed together in a closely contested race, 
but as they emerged again to the view it 
was seen that Lyne’s horse had gained an 
advantage and continued on to win. Le- 
forestier immediately lodged a foul claim, 
complaining that Lyne had held on to 
his saddle cloth for more than 200 yards, 
impeding his mount, had talked to him, 
and had in other ways interfered with 
him. The charge astounded all, as Lyne 
was a model of good sportsmanship and 
a gentleman. After completing interviews 
with all other jockeys in the race, Lyne 
was called and, to the surprise of all, con- 
fessed to the foul, but could not explain 
what had possessed him to act so. The 
Spanish judges more than 25 years ago 
acted then exactly as the American stew- 
ards did this year in Kentucky. Lyne was 
set down, and also fined for telling the 
truth.
